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THE  ST.  OLAF  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

Historical  Notes  by  the  Librarian 

St.  Olaf’s  School  was  chartered  the  sixth  of  November,  1874, 
and  began  work  the  eighth  of  January,  1875.  In  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  or  early  in  the  following  year,  the  foundation  of  a 
library  was  made  by  the  gift  of  a  set  of  Chamber’s  Encyclopedia 
in  ten  volumes  which  was  presented  by  Prof.  A.  A.  Veblen,  who 
was  then  a  student  at  Carleton  College.  He  had  received  it  as  a 
premium  for  getting  up  a  club  of  subscribers  to  Lippincott’s 
Magazine.  This  set  of  Chamber’s  was  in  use  till  it  was  worn  out 
and  discarded  in  i89i-’92. 

In  i878-’79  G.  M.  Phillips  gave  a  number  of  books  to  the  Li¬ 
brary,  and  he  has  continued  his  gifts  till  quite  recently,  and  in 
this  way  as  well  as  in  several  other  ways  he  has  proved  himself 
a  good  friend  of  St.  Olaf,  whom  we  delight  to  honor. 

About  this  time  Professor  Mohn,  the  Principal  of  the  School, 
had  a  shelf  made  for  the  reception  of  these  and  a  few  other  books. 
It  was  made  by  Mr.  Theodore  Miller,  at  that  time  a  furniture 
dealer  in  town.  When  I  came  to  St.  Olaf,  in  1881,  this  shelf 
with  the  few  books,  was  standing  in  a  small  room  in  the  north 
end  of  what  is  now  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  next  door  to  the 
hall  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Main  Building.  I  do  not  remember 
that  there  was  any  Librarian  before  the  year  i884-’85,  when  Prof. 
H.  T.  Ytterboe  was  appointed.  The  books  were  not  numbered. 
It  was  not  necessary,  as  they  could  be  so  easily  counted. 

In  i885~’86  Professor  O.  M.  Kalheim  became  Librarian.  He  is 
the  organizer  of  the  Library.  Under  his  direction  the  students 


formed  a  library  association,  paying  a  fee  of  $1.00  a  year  which 
entitled  them  to  membership.  Besides  this  he  used  many  schemes 
to  increase  the  slender  income,  such  as  sociables,  operettas,  lec¬ 
tures,  and  solicitations  by  himself  or  by  students  from  outsiders 
during  holidays.  The  proceeds  he  invested  in  new  books,  chiefly 
in  English  literature,  prose  and  poetry.  He  had  the  first  book 
labels  printed,  a  small  slip  of  red  paper,  which  may  still  be  found 
in  many  of  the  early  volumes.  He  also  began  an  accession  book 
and  the  volume  entered  as  number  one  is  Tom  Brown’s  School 
Days,  which  cost  forty-five  cents  and  was  paid  for  on  the  24th 
of  November,  1885.  He  did  not  make  any  attempt  to  enter  the 
books  in  the  order  they  had  been  acquired,  for  then,  as  we  have 
seen,  Chamber’s  should  have  occupied  the  first  place.  Professor 
Kalheim  was  an  enthusiastic  student  of  literature,  especially  Eng¬ 
lish  and  Norwegian,  and  he  succeeded  in  awakening  interest  in 
the  students  also.  He  served  as  Librarian  during  the  two  years 
he  stayed  with  us,  till  June,  1887. 

In  the  fall  of  1887  the  Faculty  elected  Prof.  I.  F.  Grose  to  the 
position  vacated  by  Professor  Kalheim.  He  remained  in  this 
office  during  the  four  years  following,  till  he,  also,  severed  his 
connection  with  St.  Olaf  and  accepted  the  position  as  the  first 
president  of  the  new  school  in  Moorhead,  Concordia  College,  in 
1891.  System  is  the  watchword  of  Professor  Grose,  and  he 
brought  it  to  bear  in  his  work  as  Librarian.  For  many  years  the 
Library  remained  open  only  to  the  members  of  the  Library  Asso¬ 
ciation.  A  separate  Reading  Room  was  organized,  in  which  the 
various  periodicals  were  kept.  Professor  Grose  not  only  added 
on  the  average  over  one  hundred  volumes  a  year  of  carefully  se¬ 
lected  books,  but  he  especially  developed  the  Reading  Room,  add¬ 
ing  many  new  periodicals  to  the  files.

With  a  balance  of  seven  cents  in  the  treasury  the  present  Li¬ 
brarian  entered  upon  his  duties,  having  been  elected  by  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  as  the  successor  of  Professor  Grose.  During  these  twenty- 
five  years  that  he  has  held  office  the  Library  has  increased  from 
698  to  12,349  volumes.  The  annual  gain  will  be  seen  from  the

A  very  large  percentage  of  the  books  has  come  to  us  by  gift, 
and  it  is  the  special  purpose  of  this  bulletin  to  acknowledge  our 
indebtedness  to  our  friends  who  have  so  liberally  given  of  their 
treasures,  both  in  money,  in  furnishings,  and  in  books.  Mention 
has  already  been  made  of  a  couple  of  the  earliest  donors.  Among 
these  should  also  have  been  mentioned  Rev.  B.  J.  Muus,  who  had  a 
habit  of  filling  his  pockets  with  books  whenever  he  came  to  visit 
the  school,  and  this  practice  he  kept  up  until  he  retired  from  the 
ministry  and  returned  to  Norway.  After  having  given  his  chil¬ 
dren  what  they  desired  to  keep,  he  gave  the  remainder  of  his 
books  and  pamphlets  to  St.  Olaf,  and  it  required  more  than  a 
year  of  the  Librarian’s  spare  time  (he  was  doing  the  full  work 
of  a  teacher  all  these  years  up  to  1907)  to  arrange  and  catalog 
them.  His  books  were  naturally  chiefly  theological,  but  there 
were  also  quite  a  number  of  books  in  general  literature,  history, 
and  science. 

Another  large  accession  came  to  us  when  the  preparatory  de¬ 
partment  of  the  United  Church  Seminary  was  transferred  tp  St. 
Olaf.  And  these  books,  having  been  selected  and  bought  for  the 
purpose  of  the  institution,  filled  a  distinct  need.  Thanks  are  due 
especially  to  Rev.  Oluf  Glasoe,  the  Librarian  of  the  Seminary,  for 
the  selection  of  these  books. 

Another  man  who  deserves  special  mention  for  large  and  ex- 


tremely  valuable  contributions  of  books  is  Dr.  O.  M.  Norlie,  who 
as  a  teacher  had  acquired  an  excellent  collection  of  books  suit¬ 
able  for  teachers  and  students,  all  new  and  up-to-date,  and  as 
good  as  cash. 

The  late  Erik  S.  Gjellum,  of  Boulder,  Colorado,  also  at  differ¬ 
ent  times  sent  us  valuable  gifts  from  his  library,  and  finally  or¬ 
dered  the  remainder  of  it  to  be  sent  to  St.  Olaf,  after  having 
given  his  children  what  they  desired  to  keep. 

There  are  many  other  donors  whom  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to 
mention,  but  space  forbids  a  lengthy  mention,  and  we  can  only 
give  their  names  in  the  following  list,  followed  by  the  number  of 
volumes  contributed  by  each.  Of  course  the  mere  number  of 
volumes  is  but  a  poor  criterion  of  the  value  of  the  gift.  One 
volume  of  a  valuable  work  may  outweigh  in  value  scores  of  other 
books.  Mr.  Heatwole,  for  instance,  presented  a  copy  of  Studer’s 
Ornithology,  which  I  found  quoted  in  a  book-catalog  at  that  time 
at  $60.00.

Other  donations  of  money  were  made  by  Tollef  Sanderson  on 
March  24th,  1892,  $10.00,  and  on  November  24th,  1896,  $15.00, 
from  LeSueur  River  congregation  for  the  purchase  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Commentary,  October  6th,  1900  “Minerva,”  U.  C.  Semin- 
ary,  $32.64. 

EQUIPMENT  AND  HOUSING 

Up  to  1886  the  Library  was  located  in  a  room  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  Main  Building.  In  the  summer  of  ’86  Professor  Kalheim 


secured  the  tower  room  on  the  second  floor,  the  present  Registry. 
He  also  procured  new  shelving.  In  i893~’94  the  Reading  Room 
was  on  the  third  floor,  directly  above  the  Library,  but  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  it  was  moved  down  into  the  basement,  occupying  the 
southeast  corner  room.  The  Library  remained  in  the  tower  room 
until  it  became  tob  crowded,  and  about  i898-’99  it  was  moved 
down  on  the  first  floor,  occupying  two  of  the  rooms  which  had 
been  vacated  by  Professor  Ytterboe,  the  north  end  of  the  present 
Biological  Laboratory.  New  shelves  had  been  made  from  time 
to  time  as  required,  from  designs  by  Professor  Rollefson  and  the 
Librarian.  Some  of  these  are  still  in  use. 

Soon  after  we  had  moved  in  we  received  the  B.  J.  Muus  Li¬ 
brary  and  it  almost  swamped  us.  But  fortunately  relief  came 
soon  after.  Consul  Halle  Steensland  decided  to  build  a  Library 
for  us,  and  in  1902  it  was  finished  and  accepted  by  him  from  the 
contractor  on  the  5th  of  August.  Immediately  the  transfer  of  the 
books  into  the  new  Steensland  Library  was  made,  and  the  Li¬ 
brarian  was  assisted  by  two  little  girls,  Evelyn  Ytterboe  and  Elsa 
Eelland,  who  labored  most  industriously  carrying  the  heavy  vol¬ 
umes  into  their  permanent  home.  There  was  plenty  of  room,  but 
no  shelves  except  the  old  ones. .  However,  we  got  the  two  shelves 
in  the  west  end  made,  the  design  for  the  shelves  was  drawn  by 
the  Librarian  and  built  by  Mr.  Wickman.  But  the  Library  kept 
growing  apace,  and  soon  we  had  to  look  out  for  more  shelving, 
and  didn’t  know  where  to  look.  But  a  good  friend  in  Madison, 
Wis.,  Mr.  Nels  Winther  Ellefson,  found  out  what  was  needed,  and 
he  kindly  furnished  the  best  white  birch,  and  we  were  enabled  to 
complete  the  shelving,  which  extends  around  the  entire  main  room 
of  the  Library.  For  this  gift  Mr.  Ellefson  will  be  long  remem¬ 
bered  and  warmly  thanked.  These  shelves  will  hold  approximate¬ 
ly  7,000  volumes,  but  we  have  now  over  12,000,  and  more  coming. 
Where  are  the  other  5,000  or  6,000?  Well,  some  are  on  shelves 
in  the  basement  class-room,  some  in  the  former  heating  room, 
some  piled  on  the  floor  or  in  boxes  in  the  Museum,  some  in  the 
President’s  office  in  the  Main  Building,  and  elsewhere.  The  Li¬ 
brary  building  has  in  fact  become  much  too  small,  and  additional 
room  is  a  crying  need.  We  hesitate  to  make  any  alterations  in, 
or  addition  to  the  beautiful  building  given  us  by  Consul  Steens¬ 
land,  but  something  must  be  done,  and  that  right  soon. 

A  system  of  classification  is  necessary  in  every  library.  After 
studying  the  subject  and  interviewing  the  Librarian  of  Carleton 
College,  the  late  Professor  Huntington,  Dr.  Folwell,  Librarian  of 


the  University  of  Minnesota,  and  Dr.  James  K.  Hosmer,  of  the 
Minneapolis  Public  Library,  I  decided  upon  the  Dewey  Decimal 
System,  and  secured  an  outfit  at  a  cost  of  $51.75  on  the  9th  of 
February,  1892.  After  copying  the  lists  of  the  former  Librarians 
in  the  new  accession  book,  I  began  writing  the  card  catalog  and 
kept  it  up  until  the  Rev.  B.  J.  Muus’  Library  arrived,  in  1899. 
From  that  time  my  little  spare  time  was  not  sufficient  to  write  a 
complete  card-catalog,  until  1907  when  I  was  relieved  of  a  part 
of  my  work  as  teacher  and  could  devote  more  time  to  the  Library. 
Since  that  time  all  new  accessions  have  been  catalogued,  and  also 
the  greater  part  of  what  had  accrued  in  the  meantime.  All  cards 
have  been  written  by  the  Librarian.  A  new  card  case  was  pro¬ 
cured  last  year,  having  a  capacity  of  18,000  cards. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  gifts  made  for  the  adornment 
of  the  Library.  Plaster-casts  were  presented  by  the  Class  of 
1902,  the  Apollo  Belvedere,  and  by  the  Class  of  1903,  Hermes, 
and  Venus  of  Melos.  A  portrait  bust  of  Henrik  Ibsen  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  College  by  the  citizens  of  Aalesund  in  1906.
